It is a neat booklet, titled “Na- 
tional Stay-In-School Campaign— 


A Handbook for Communities.” It psi 


contains instructions on how to 
organize a community drive. 


There are suggestions for edi- 
tors, for radio and TV program 
directors. The question often is 
asked, ‘‘What can an individual, 
or a group, do to help our coun- 
try?” 


Here is a blueprint. Even the 
slogans are ready. A schedule of 
education, periods for special em- 
phasis, and ways to apply it. 


The booklet also is directed at 
teen-agers. ‘‘A $64,000 mistake is 
a big one,” it begins, ‘‘and this 
happens when a teen-ager drops 
out of school.”’ 


National Statistics 


The statistics, on a national 
basis, hit the doubting teen-agers 
right between the eyes. 


1. A high school graduate earns 
$64,000 more in a lifetime than a 
grade school graduate and $30,- 
000 more than a high school drop- 
out. A college degree adds $100,- 
000 to his lifetime earnings. 


2. Less than half of U.S. em- 
ployers will consider hiring a 
dropout. Only workers with the 
background for training are en- 
trusted with the $12,500 worth of 
equipment used by the average 
production worker. 


3. Once hired, the dropout is 
low paid and has little chance for 
advancement. 


4. First to lose his job in a 
slump, he is subject to recurren/ 
unemployment. 


5. Though many are talented, 
dropouts find it hard without di- 
plomas to qualify for training. 


6. Applicants for unskilled jobs 
are overabundant; there is a 
shortage of qualified people in 
technical, scientific, engineering 
and many clerical fields. 


7. These trends will increase in 
the next decade. Skilled, trained 
and educated workers will be in 
good demand; even fewer jobs 
than now will be available for the 
unskilled and untrained. 


8. Stay in school as long as pos- 
sible; a more satisfying life will 
be your dividend. 


What does it mean to communi- 
ties? 

Wherever they are, the drop- 
outs are a ready source of de- 
linquency and crime. .This con- 
clusion. already is bolstered with 
so much evidence as to be un- 
arguable. 


The Floaters 


There are, in town and country, 
\ some 900,000 boys and girls of the 
ages 16 and 17 who are not en- 
rolled in school. Nearly half of 
them are floaters. These. are but 
two age groups. The dropout total, 
16 to 21, is in the millions. 


This is one major reason why 
Mr. J. Edgar Hoover’s statistics 
of juvenile crime — not delin- 
quency, continue to climb. 


Alabama’s three recent race 
riots, each ugly and violent, saw 
teen-agers prominent in each. The 
mob about a church in Montgom- 
ery, which would have killed a 
number of Negroes inside but for 
U.S. Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy’s intelligent decision to 
send U.S. marshals there, was al- 
most a teen-age mob. 


Every community, large and 
small, has them — the floaters, 
the teen-agers who can’t get a 
job, or who can’t hold one when 
they do.

NEW ORLEANS (UPI)—Hurricane Carla aimed 


125-mile-an-hour winds at 


a 500-mile stretch of the 


Texas-Louisiana coasts Friday night and many fright- 
ened residents began evacuating. 


Weathermen said it was still too 
early to pinpoint the exact spot 
the big storm would choose for 
its potentially destructive port of 
entry, but a stretch from the 
mouth of the Mississippi Rivet in 
Louisiana westward across the 
entire coast of Texas was under 
a hurricane watch. 


Residents of low lying sections, 
particularly in Louisiana, were 
taking no chances and began 
evacuation. Coastal residents of 
the state were taught a stern les- 
son in 1957 when Hurricane Aud- 
rey slashed through the swamp- 
lands, claiming more than 500 
lives. 


Residents of Grand Isle flocked 
to shelters in Raceland and Lock- 
port, and similar precautions were 
being taken by many other Gulf 
Coast residents.

In Integration Arrest

A half-million-dollar damage suit was filed Friday against At- 
lanta’s mayor, police chief and captain of detectives on behalf of 
a youth arrested on the first day of school desegregation here. 


The action accuses the Atlanta 


officials of conspiracy in the al- 
leged false arrest and false im- 
prisonment of George Obear IV 
of Avondale. 


Obear, 17, was arrested Aug. 
30 at Murphy High School under 
a city ordinance prohibiting inter- 
ference with the operation of 
schools. A pistol was found in 
his automobile nearby. He was 
sentenced to 60 days but was re- 
leased two days later by Mayor 
William B. Hartsfield. 


DAMAGE SUIT 


The damage suit, filed Friday 
morning in DeKalb Superior Court, 
names Mayor Hartsfield, Police 


Chief Herbert Jenkins and Capt. 
R. E. Little as co-defendants. 


It alleges that the defendants 
‘“‘on a date prior to Aug. 30, 1961, 
. . . did combine and conspire to 
permit unlawful act-or acts upon 
the persons who might be pres- 
ent near the premises of the Mur- 
ph High School.’’ 


Two separate counts, each seek- 
ing $250,000 in damages, alleged 
the “unlawful acts’’ to be false ar- 
rest and false imprisonment.

Berliner Crashes 


Truck to Freedom

BERLIN (#—A young East Berlin truck driver from a Commu- 
nist family crashed through the heavily guarded Brandenburg Gate 
Friday in the most spectacular Berlin escape since the Reds shut 


through a wooden barrier at 60 
miles an hour and swept past 
flabbergasted Communist guards 
clustered at the stone gate col- 
umns with shoot-to-kill orders. 


With motor racing, the truck 
Strained against the last barbed 
wire barricade and burst through 
into the British sector and safety. 


“I didn’t want to live under 
communism any more,” Boehm 
declared. “I figured breaking 
through the Brandenburg Gate 
was the easiest way out.’’ 


But five other East Germans 
trying an equally bold break 
across the Iron Curtain into West 
Germany were less _ fortunate. 
Their bid failed and cost a life. 


Witnesses at Helmstedt, on the 
west side of the border at Mar- 
ienborn, said the five smashed 
their truck through two rows of 
barriers at the Communist check- 
point. Then, before they could 
make it across, they hit an auto- 
mobile, killing one passenger and 
injuring another. 


The five were arrested and led 
away by East German Commu- 
nist people’s police at gun point.

High Court Orders Retrial 
Ot Reynolds Divorce Case 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 


Mrs. Muriel Martson Reynolds, 
dark-haired third wife of tobacco 
heir Richard J. Reynolds Friday 
won a dramatic’ victory in her 
two-year fight against a divorce 
from him. 


The Georgia Supreme Court 
handed down an 87-page decision 
ordering a new trial of the case 
and citing 17 instances where the 
trial judge, Judge Henry Durrence 
of McIntosh Superior Court, erred 
in the conduct of the divorce trial 
which ran for two weeks in 
Darien in May of 1960. 


The opinion, written by Chief! 
Justice T. Grady. Heal, also 
directed the trial court to revise 


upwards the temporary alimony 


of $12,500 a year awarded Mrs. 
Reynolds. 


“I haven't read the opinion but 
I am, of course, very happy,” 
Mrs. Reynolds, reached in New 
York, said in a statement issued 
through her chief counsel, E. 
Smythe Grambrell of Atlanta. 


Gambrell, who learned of the 
decision in Columbia, S.C., where 
he was attending a meeting, said 
he had not read the opinion 
either ‘‘but I understand it vindi- 
cates our contentions regarding 


Mrs. Reynold’s right to a fair’ 


trial." 


The status of Reynold’s fourth 
marriage, in view of the high 
court ruling, apparently was 
left in doubt. He announced his 


marriage to the former Dr. 
Annemarie Schmitt, a German 
psychologist, aboard a ship cruis- 
ing the China Sea last March .15. 


Reynolds’ chief attorney, Aaron 
Kravitch of Savannah, said Fri- 
day he had not been able to reach 
his client and inform him of the 
verdict. The tobacco heir and his 
latest wife are believed to be 
traveling in Europe. 


“I don't know where he is,” 
Kraviach said. “I suppose he'll 
read it in. the newspapers 
wherever he is.”

Dean, back from the on-and-off 
Geneva test ban talks, made 
his statements to reporters after 
conferring with Kennedy at the 
White House. 

He said the now-suspended Ge- 
neva conference could not be writ- 
ten off because either the fallout 
threat or the weight of world 
opinion could force a resumption 
of negotiations. 


In the meantime, he said, ‘I 
am sure you can trust the Soviets 
to act completely selfishly and 
talk morally.” 


Dean’s remarks came after the 
White House accused the Soviets 
of getting ready to resume tests 
at the very time they still were 
discussing test ban possibilities at 
Geneva. .

The reinforcements will start 
moving as soon as_ possible, 
sources said. They estimated the 
first elements might not be ready 
to go until Oct. 1. 


This is another stage in the 
step-by-step military buildup 
spurred by the developing crisis 
over Berlin. 


Earlier Friday, it was disclosed 
that the Army is shipping ar- 
mored «personnel carriers to give 
U.S, infantry forces in Germany 
greater mobility and maneuvera- 
bility. 

This stepped-up mechanization 
is intended to equip U.S. soldiers 
better to meet on equal terms the 


highly mechanized Soviet forces 


they face along the tense Iron 
Curtain. 


TOTAL IN EUROPE

BRASILIA President Joao 
Goulart submitted to Congress 
Friday the first parliamentary 
cabinet that will govern Brazil 
under Prime Minister Tancredo 
Neves. 


It was essentially a conserva- 
tive cabinet although its makeup 
indicated that the essence of for- 
mer President Janio Quadros’ eco- 
nomic and foreign policies would 
be continued. 


The three military ministers 
who opposed Goulart’s taking of- 
fice were all replaced. 


EX-ENVOY TO US. 


For the key post of finance 
minister, Goulart submitted the 
name of Walter Moreira Salles, 
wealthy banker and coffee plant- 
er who was ambassador to the 
United States last year. Moreira 
Salles is closely identified with 
Quadros’ economic policies and 
negotiated more than $1 billion 
in U.S. credits to support Brazil's 
financial stabilization program. 

The Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs was assigned to Santiago 
Dantas, a Brazilian Labor Party 
deputy versed in international law. 
Quadros had appointed Dantas to 
head the Brazilian mission to 
the United Nations for the coming 
General Assembly session. Dan- 
tas has been a supporter of closer 
diplomatic and trade _ relations 
with the Communist bloc and of 
a “hands off’’ policy on Cuba. 

“The same basic policy will be 
maintained but without individual- 
istic excesses,’ Dantas said. 


SOCIAL DEMOCRATS 

The 10 nonmilitary cabinet posts 
were dominated by the Social 
Democratic Party (P.S.D.), which 
has the largest representation in 
both houses of Congress. 


The National Democratic Union 
Party (U.D.N.), which joined the 
Social Democrats in forming a co- 
alition government, had two seats, 
the Brazilian Labor Party, two, 
and the Christian Democrat Party, 
one.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Sen- 
ate passed a modified version of 
President Kennedy’s permanent 
disarmament agency Friday night 
after beating down a move to 
shelve it until next year. 


The. roll call vote was 73 to 14, 


Final approval came after a 
day of debate. Opponents argued 
that it would be wrong to approve 
such a move when the nation is 
beefing up its military prepared- 
ness in light of the world crisis. 


The bill survived two major 
tests before the final vote. It 
now goes to the House where 
leaders still hope for a vote be- 
fore Congress quits for the year. 


The Senate rejected, 54 to 33, 
a motion by Republican leader 
Everett M. Dirksen, Ill., to send 
the measure to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee with instruc- 
tions to report by Feb. 1. 


It also: defeated, 46 to 43, an 
amendment by Sen. Barry M. 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., to strike from 
the bill authority for the semi-inde- 
pendent agency to conduct re- 
search and development pro- 
grams. 


Kennedy orginally requested an 
independent agency. But the Sen- 
ate bill places the agency under 
the State department, its direc- 
tor to serve as the President’s 
chief disarmament adviser.

BOSTON (UPI) — The Coast 
Guard reported Friday that more 
than a dozen huge Soviet fishing 
trawlers had been sighted in 
Georges Bank, off New England. 


The trawlers, sighted from a 
Coast Guard plane Thursday, 
were described as being about 200 
feet long and displaying ‘‘a large 
amount of radar equipment above 
decks."’ : 


The trawlers were accompanied 
by two 400-foot “‘mother ships’ 
apparently used for storage of the 
fish caught by the trawlers. 


Six of the trawlers were clus- 
tered about 10 to 15 miles north- 
east of Texas Tower No. 2, an 
Air Force radar warning station 
located about 100 miles off Cape 
Cod.

U.N “Run Berlin 
Is Talked Up 


WASHINGTON—In the discussions of Berlin 
in the embassies here there is considerable talk 
about the possibility of internationalizing that city , x 
under the United Nations. Various idéas along this line are 


explored as an alternative to the present stalemate and crisis, but 
all of them envisage negotiation with the Russians for a new Berlin 
status and a U.N. “‘presence’’ in Berlin pending eventual unification 


of the two Germanys, 


One suggestion, for example, is 
that both East and West Berlin 
should actually be adrninistered by 
the international organization as 
a kind of trust territory, with the 
routes of access to it internation- 
alized as well. 

Another is that the United Na- 
tions would not actually govern 
the city but merely supervise the 
administration of a new, freely 
elected Berlin government and re- 
place Soviet and Western troops 
there with a U.N. force. 


A third is that the United Na- 
tions should reinforce its ‘‘pres- 
ence” in Berlin by moving some 
of its specialized agencies such 
as the International Refugee Agen- 
cy to Berlin, and there is even 
discussion of the possibility of 
moving the permanent headquar- 
ters of the United Nations from 
New York into Berlin. 


The U.S. government has not 
taken a position on any of these 
ideas, but they are known to the 
President, they have been dis- 
cussed at the highest levels of 
this administration, and more will 
undoubtedly be heard about them 
if Khrushchev ever stops jumping 
up and down. 

The United Nations has estab- 
lished its presence, with varying 
degrees of success, in Korea, Leb- 
anon, the Gaza strip and the Con- 
go. If it can provide a military 
service in one area, presumably 
it can provide a civil service in

Khrushchev himself has indicat- 
ed a willingness to have the Unit- 
ed Nations play an unstipulated 
part in the supervision of any new 
Berlin and German settlement, 
but he has not, of course, gone 
as far as backing a wholly inter- 
nationalized Berlin. 

He has always talked, not about 
the whole of Berlin as a ‘‘free 
city,”’ but only of West Berlin. As 
usual in these negotiations, he 
wants to hold on to what he’s got 
and negotiate for what we've got. 
Nevertheless, responsible  diplo- 
mats here think the United Na- 
tions may in the end be the in- 
strument for a new approach to 
the problem. 

The principle of Allied policy is 
that the freedom of the people of 
West Berlin must be maintained. 
This means that they must have 
political freedom and economic 
freedom, which rests on uncon- 
trolled access to the West. These 
things are now being maintained 
precariously by the presence of 
Western troops and money. 

The question is whether these 


freedoms could be maintained un- 


der a new international agreement 
in an internationalized city with 
internationalized corridors to the 
West. Some officials and diplo- 
mats here think it might; others 
think it could not, even if the 
United Nations itself were moved 
to the Brandenburg gate

Twice in the past month Soviet Premier Khrushchev has stag- 
gered the West with a brutal application of Soviet power. First came 
Khrushchev’s order to seal off East Berlin. Then came his attempt to 
use the resumption of Soviet nuclear tests to terrorize the West into 
surrendering West Berlin. It would be an understatement to call 
this the worst crisis since World War II. It might better be de- 
Scribed as the first test of strength in a new and vastly more 
dangerous phase of the cold war—one in which Moscow can be ex- 
pected to exploit the nuclear stalemate or “balance of terror’’ to its 


own ends. 

President Kennedy has re 
sponded in the only way that was 
open to him. On Tuesday, he an- 
nounced that the United States 
would resume underground and 
laboratory tests. 

The United States must go fur- 
ther—for Khrushchev’s terror tac- 
tics are rapidly closing off many 
of the choices that we as a na- 
tion can make. We must now fo- 
cus our whole attention on 
Strengthening our military po- 
sition and that of our Allies in 
Western Europe. Not to do so 
would be to risk a humiliating re- 
treat from Berlin and continued 
reverses at the hands of Moscow. 

The so-called neutral nations, 
meeting this week at Belgrade, 
weaseled on the real issue and 
have merely issued a fatuous call 
for a summit meeting between 
Khrushchev and Kennedy. Pre- 
sumably, Washington no longer 
will give the same weight it has 
to the opinions and policies of 
these neutrals and the many oth- 
er uncommitted nations that are 
members of the U.N. In the jight 
of Khrushchev’s challenge, too, 
the U.S. may have to lower its 
sights, or at least adopt a realis- 
tic order of priorities, in grant- 
ing economic aid to underdevel- 
oped nations. 

Our choices have clearly nar- 


rowed. If this means an agoniz- 
ing reappraisal of our foreign 
policy, let's make it. And as a 
starting point, let us concentrate 
on the Atlantic community. Only 
in this area is there the potential 
strength, and the common inter- 
est, to resist communism. 

The administration must re- 
verse the decision it made last 
spring to stall on the question of 
giving NATO a nuclear deterrent 
of its own. At that time, Wash- 
ington used its hopes for a test- 
ban agreement with Moscow as 
the grounds for putting this ques- 
tion on the shelf. But the ques- 
tion has become a live issue once 
again across the Atlantic, espe- 
cially in West Germany. And we 
can afford to use only one crite- 
rion in judging our response— 
whatever promotes the maximum 
military power and political unity 
of the Atlantic Alliance. 

Here at home, our choices may 
also be narrowing. If the pres- 
ent trend continues, we will be 
forced more and more toward a 
war economy. Then we will no 
longer be able to afford politics 
as usual, or industrial disputes as 
usual—with their inevitable wage- 
price spirals, which invite infla- 
tion and a renewed balance-of- 
payments crisis.

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Atlanta Untouched by Russian Fallout 


By ACHSAH POSEY | 
Radioactive fallout this week 
in the air of Atlanta is ‘‘as low 
as it has been in many, many 
years,” says Richard H. Fetz, | 
senior industrial hygienist for the | 
Georgia Department of Public 
Health. He does not expect the 
effects of recent Russian nuclear 
tests to show up in Atlanta for 
several days, he said Friday. 


The Atlanta radiation station 
on top of the state office build- 
ing detected increased radiation 
from the first French test in Af- 
rica about 13 days later. No 
fallout is expected here from the 
first Soviet test. Fallout from 
this test, which was reported over 
the James Bay area near the 


New York-Canadian border Fri- 
day, is expected to be over 
Greenland Saturday. The effects 
of later tests will reach Atlanta 
about next Wednesday if they 
get this far south, Fetz said. 


The level of “‘unidentified ra- 
dioactive material,”’ that is, all 
types of radioactive material, 
this week has ranged between 
0.05 and 0.10 micromicrocuries 
per cubic meter. A curie is a 
unit of radioactive material origi- 
nally used in measuring radium. 
Each micro prefixing a curie 
divides it by 1,000. 

DANGER POINTS 


Accepted danger point of gen- 
eral radioactive material in the 
air is 1,000 micromicrocuries. 
Fetz said. The highest concen- 
tration in Atlanta was recorded 
April 27, 1959, at 17.7. This was 
the general peak time for the 
nation following the tests in 1958 
before Russia and the United 
States halted testing. 


The amount of radiation in our 
air leveled off about 15 months 
ago at below one micromicro- 
curie. The four French tests 
showed up in slight increases 
here, approximately doubling the 
immediately previous levels. but 
only bringing it to 0.30, which 
IS approximately four times the 
present level, but still very low. 


Tuesday the fallout level in 
Alaska had risen to 35 times its 
agevage daily August reading, to 
7 micromicrocuries. The Public 
Health Service in Washington 
Friday told Fetz fallout has been 
reported in the James Bay Area 
near the New York- Canada 
border. 

MILK TESTS 


Air, rain and snow sampling 
Stations. 45 throughout the nation, 
have been instructed to report 
within three hours any sample 
that shows an increase of 10 times 
the previous average radiation. 
The 60 milk sampling station, one 
of which is also near Atlanta, 
have been ordered to increase 
their sampling from monthly to 
weekly checks. 

Air and rain’ samples are 
processed here and a daily report 
from Atlanta is possible, but milk 
samples are sent to Montgomery, 
Ala., along with all other milk 
samples gathered east of the 
Mississippi. River. 

Fetz said the laboratory tests 
take about two weeks, and the 
analyzing of data in Washington 
and distributing information back 
to Atlanta incur further delay. 
The most recent report the Atlan- 
ta office has on milk radiation 
(received Aug. 25) is for the 
month of April, 1961. 

Atlanta-processed milk (the kind 
you drink) then had a strontium 
90 level of 7 micromicrocuries per 
liter and raw milk 11. The danger 
level is generally accepted as 33, 
Fetz said. A while back this level 
was considered to be 80 by the 
Health Service, but was revised.

A LOT OF PEOPLE have asked how a Smith boy by the name of Milton 


Morton wound up with Muggsy. Here’s the way it happened. 


Back before World War I, baseball probably had more enthusiasts and 
participants than it does even now — there were fewer distractions, any- 
way.

He said the gamblers invited 
him to their room to talk about 
some tickets a classmate had or- 
dered, then quickly switched the 
conversation to the Oregon-Michi- 
gan game. 


He said Rosenthal’ remarked 
that Oregon was a‘six point un- 
derdog — meaning Michigan had 
to win by six or more for the 
gamblers to collect — and then 
“came out and asked whether I 
could be bribed.”

The youth testified that the 
gamblers also offered him $100 a 
week for subsequent information 
about the players’ physical condi- 
tion.

6. Make the aspirant not se- 
lected feel unworthy.

Summer School Appeal Is Growing; 


Students Use Vacations to Advantage

When high school students re- 
turned to their studies in the 
Atlanta public schools on Wed- 
nesday, Aug. 30, for approxi- 
mately 4,530 of them there had 
been only 26 days of vacation. 


But they did not complain, if 
they’re typical of the 1,600 stu- 
dents who attended summer ses- 
sions at Grady High and ap- 
peared to enjoy it. 


According to Roger H. Der- 
thick, principal, this record 
number represented a 60 per 
cent increase over Grady’s sum- 
mer enrollment 10 years ago. 


The 1961 Grady summer ses- 
sion drew students from Grady, 
North Fulton, Northside, Dykes 
and O'Keefe High Schools. 


Mr. Derthick reports that the 
ratio of girls to boys attending 
summer school was almost equal 
and that there were 52 schools 
outside the Atlanta system rep- 
resented. 


SUMMER SCHOOL EXPANDS 


Principal Derthick predicts 
that the summer school trend 
will expand in the next few 
years, possibly to the extent 
that some of the newer high 
schools may be air conditioned 
to make summer work even 
more palatable. 


Students gave such reasons as 
these for going to Grady's sum- 
mer school: “‘It'll help me carry 
a heavier academic load next 
year.” “I’m getting some extra 
credits which may make the 
difference in whether I’m ac- 
cepted by the college I really 
want.”

Navy Benetits 
Attract Youths

“Join the Navy and see the world!” It’s a slogan that has 
inspired songs and loquacious comments for more years than 
the age of many boys who are entering the U.S. Navy now. 


Whether it’s the slogan or the Navy’s special benefits that at- 
tract them, thousands of boys are choosing the seaman’s life 
each year. But in the modern Navy, joining up does not neces- 
sarily mean going down to the sea in ships. Navy men are taking 
to the air as well these days. And there’s a lot more involved in 
keeping a ship in shape than scrubbing decks! 


From a multitude of programs, today’s young man can find 
the Navy service program that is just right for him. The other 
day three young men took time out from the details involved 
in enlisting in the Navy to explain why it is ‘‘anchors aweigh” 
for them. 


WHAT HE WANTED 


“I studied programs that all branches of the service had to 
offer pretty carefully. The Navy had what I wanted,” said hand- 
some Jimmy Stapleton, a recent Roosevelt High graduate. 


Jimmy. has selected the Nuclear Field Seaman Recruit plan, 
which he describes as “‘one of the hardest.’”’ He leaves next 
week for his basic training, after which he will begin specialized 
training by attending an electronics school. 


If he can meet the requirements, Jimmy will go on to subma- 
rine school and, after a period of sea duty, attend a nuclear 
training school. Finally, he will be assigned to a nuclear sub- 
marine, surface ship or land prototype. 


“You hear something every day about nucleonics. It’s the 
occupation of tomorrow," said Jimmy, explaining why he chose 
this field. “Besides,’’ he added, “I’ve always liked submarines.” 

Larry Knowles, a Roosevelt High graduate with one year of 
college at Georgia State behind him, is entering the Navy with 
Jimmy under the ‘‘buddy”’ plan. He, too, has selected the NFSR 
plan. 


“Larry and Jimmy will be assigned to the same place for their 
basic training. Whether or not they stay together after that de- 
pends on whether they pass tests at the same speed and qualify 
for the same thing. Many boys stay together for as long as 
two, three or even four years,” explained Chief Sossamon, Navy 
recruiting officer here. : 


Future plans for Larry are pretty specific, he says. “If every- 
thing goes all right, I want to enter Georgia Tech and work for a 
degree in nuclear physics after completing my Navy service. 


NO OBJECT 


“Last year I went to college with no object just because it 
seemed to be the thing that everyone was doing after high school. 
But I didn’t do so well. I discovered that I could get what I 
wanted in the Navy and fulfill my military obligation at the 
same time. Maybe I'll do better in school after I get out of the 
Navy.” 


William Childree, a West Fulton High graduate, has chosen 
the Navy’s HSSR plan. 


“Why did I join the service rather than going to college? 
Well, in the first place, I didn’t think my high school grades were 
good enough. And, I've always had a strong sense of patriotism. 
I want to work for my country.” 


William’s choice of a job is journalism because of an intense 
interest in writing. 


For. the no-high school graduate, the On-the-Job Training 
program gives a chance to train in one of over 70 technical and 
nontechnical job fields. 


Leading to a commission in the regular Navy is training at 
the U.S. Naval Academy and in the Naval Reserve Officer Train- 
ing Corps. The ROTC program is available in 52 colleges and 
universities. 

The Reserve Officer Candidate program, also for college stu- 


dents, requires membership in a Naval Reserve Unit and two 
eight-week summer courses. 


After two years of college, a young man can qualify for the 
Naval Aviation Cadet program. Eighteen months of flight train- 
ing precede a commission in the USNR. 


first, the young man is commissioned in the USNR after the 

The latter plan calls 
for assignment to general line or specialists duty and a com- 
mission in the USNR. 


Many boys choose the Navy Air Reserve program, which has 
two plans.

Nyborg said progress had been 
made recently in self-regulation 
of business practices and adver- 
tising, and praised advertising 
and media organizations which 
have tightened standards and set 
up bodies to improve standards.
